~~ WHEAT vs. MIXED FARMING. 

Who does not remember when the C. P'. R. 
was being built the changes that were rung 
upon the wheat growing capabilities ot the 
North. West and how those capabilities were 


to be developed by the band of steel” etc: | 


The wheat capacity of the country was its 
standard of merit, and us prairie could be 
converted into wheat farms with greater or 


less facility so it was valued. No doubt the 


fact that the greater part of the southern 
plains were wheat land had a great deal to 
do with the determination totake the line by 
that route. Nodoubt the magnates of the 
company had in their mind's eye thousands 
of faris such as Major Bell’s costly failure 
scattered thickly along both sides of their 
line from Brandon to the Rocky Mountains. 
Faris in which the millionaires of Europe 
would sink their millions and in ayear or two 
provide unlunited traffic for the railway, In 
carrying out such a grand scheme as this 
trees and sloughs, that is wood and water, 
were only an impediment and were there- 
fore avoided. Could not water be got by 
boring and would not the hauling of wood 
furnish additional traffic to the roud? The 
land upon which the wheat would grow was 
there and the C. P. R. would supply the rest. 
At that tine the honest moss-back from On- 
tario with @ family of sons whom he desired 
to place advantageously in life was looked 
upon by both interior department and rail 
way company as a stumbling block 
almost as great as the wood = and 
water, which they #0 successfully avoided, 
would have bee. For was he not everlast- 
ingly squatting on choice locations, gobbling 
up places where he desired to Jmake a home, 
that could have been sold so much more ad- 
vantageously to wy lord this or his grace 
that to colonize it not by paltry ones or 
twos but by untold thousands. In process 
of time the corapany and the department had 
it all theirown way. The moss backs who 
had come out imbued with the universal 
wheat growing craze were either finally lo- 
cated or driven out, and others prevented 
from coming or steered into Dakota on a si- 
milar wild goose idea. At the same time 
the English millionaires failed to connect. 
Perhaps the company hit his grace the Duke 
of Manchester a little too hard, At any rate 
the amazing expanse of the most fertile 
wheat growing area in the known world” 
still lies on the company's hands, except what 
it has shunted back upon the government. 
Nobody wants it. It is not the woes of the 
company, however, that need engage atten- 
tion. Their ditticultica are quickly cleared 
away by government loans, It is the case of 
the scettlers who in spite of all opposition 
persisted in remaining and engaging in wheat 
growing whose case demands syinpathy, In 
hundreds of cases they have sunk all their 
money and three or four years of their time 
in an industry which hus turned out to be 
uncertain and unprofitable. They have suf-

sides good land, wood, water and hay—the 
great neceerities of mixed farming—were 
abundant ; and their choice would have been 
far wiser than it was. 
| The difference between a wheat farmer on 
the prairie near a railroad and the mixed 
farmer in the park country without the rail. 
| road is this: The wheat farmer's whole pro- 
duct is turned into cash each year; but hav- 
ing everything to buy, including meat, ro- 
| ceries, firewood and building material, and 
besides to pay cash tor a large propor. 
tionate amount of labor employed in raising 
the crop, he must also pay ont a large amount 
of cash, His profit is the difference between 
his sales and purchases, and depends on the 
yield and price of his wheat. Whether the 
crop is good or bad the cash cutly is the same. 

One or two years of bad crops or low prices 
can hardly tail to leave the wheat farmer 
afoot, so that he cannot hold on for better 

times. With the mixed tarmer in the park 
country his cash receipts are smaller but so 

is his outlay. His firewood fencing and 
building costs him only his own labor. He 
has plenty of pasturage ond hay for his stock 
which require no cultivation, As he does 
not depend upon rain he does not have to KO 
to such an outlay in breaking land and buy- 
ing expensive machinery, His store goods 
cost him more than on the railroad line, but 
with milk, butter, enges, chickens, pork, mut- 
ton, beef, flour and garden stuff of his own, 
and no hired help, he does not require to 

purchase as much as the wheat farmer. Liv- 

ing within himself toa very great extent he 
does not sell nearly as much asthe Wheat 

farmer but hasa far greater proportion of pro- 
fit on what he does sell. Besides, he is not 
compeiled to sell unless the market suits him, 
and loss on any one or two products does not 
necessarily mean ruin. The wheat farmer 
takes chances on frost, smut, rust, midge, 
weevil, buyers’ combinations and railroad 
squeezes, Any one of which may defeat his 
best efforts. The mixed farmer if suitably 
located takes no chances but on his own en 
ergy, perseverance and business ability. His 
is a waiting game, but his chance of winning 
is a8 two to one to that of the wheat farmer,

POISONS, 

Ordinance No.11 of 1885 respecting poisons 
provides that it shall be unlawiul for any per- 
son to put out poison in any place in the 
North-West Territories except in accordance 
with the terms of a license obtained froma 
justice of the peace, Whena justice issatistied 
tnt it isadvisable to put out poison for the 
destruction of wild zuimals he may grant a 
license to any person to put out poison for 
that purpose, stating in the license the num 
ber of places Where such poison shall be 
placed, Such license shall not be for a longer 
period than six months and shail not extend 
bevond the limits of the judicial district in 
Which the justice resides. The license fee 
siisll be one dollar. Persons convicted of in- 
fractions of the ordinance shall be liable to 
2100 tine with costs, or imprisonment fora 
term not exceeding three months; the inform- 
er to get half the fine,

Ir appears that beer, not whiskey, was the 
third party in the row at the Long Jake Ho- 
tel alluded to last week, in which one of the 
men engaged had his nose cut open by a 
knile. It is about time this beer business 
was looked into a little more closely by the 
authorities. Whilethe beer brewed here is 
theoretically not intoxicating, practically it 
sometimes is. There is very little use in bar- 
ring out whiskey if people are allowed to get 
drunk on beer. The evil effects as indicated 
by this row, and other circumstances patent 
to every resident ef at least this part of the 
territories, are the same, When tuen import 
whiskey under permit they may indulge in 
an occasional whoop up, but they cannot 
sink to the sottish level possible if tne door 
of the beer saloon is always open to them. 
The alleged beer formerly brewed here cer- 
tainly was not intoxicating, and very little 
harm could result irom allowing any person 
who so desired to insult his stomach with it. 
The chances were that the more he drank 
the more he would dislike it, but when the 
intoxicating principle is allowed to be intro- 
duced the case is different. Whether the in- 
toxicant is called beer, ale, wine, brandy, 
whiskey, alcohol or cotfin varnish the result 
is contrary tothe welfare of the individual 
and the community. Whether the present 
ae sage eed A law is good, bad or indifferent, as 

ong as itis the law it is in the general inter- 
est that it should be enforced. When any 
‘uw is allowed to become lax a percentage of 
advan is thrown on the side of the less 
law-abiding portion of the community. For 
while a ay merge and law-abiding citizen 
will not take the risk of breaking the law the 
irresponsible or lawless will. In the case of 
this beera man keeping a reputable house, 
whether saloon or hotel but especially the 
latter, cannot afford to take the sanie.chances 
in selling eo beer that his neighbor with 
less at stake in reputation or money can. 
Those who drink naturally yo where they get 
the strongest liquor, and as a consequence 
the more reputabie house loses custom which 
if there is any right in the matter is its by 
right. In fairness to all parties, if we are to 
have a prohibitory law let it be one in fact 
and notasham. Asitis a premium not a 
penalty is put upon infractions of the law.

HEREAS it is in and by the act of the 

Parliament of Canada, passed in the 
forty-seventh year of Her Majesty's Reign, 
chaptered twenty-seven and intituled “ An 
Act further to amend the Indian Act, 1880,” 
amongst other things in effect enacted, that 
the Superintendent-Geieral of Indian Affairs 
may, when he considers it in the public in- 
terest to do so, prohibit by public notice to 
that effect, the sale, gift or disposal, to any 
Indian in the Province of Manitoba or in any 
part thereof, or in the North-West Territo- 
tories or in any part thereof, of any fixed 
ammunition or ball cartridge; and every 
person who after such notice, without the per- 
wnission in eae of the Superintendent 
General, sells or gives, ur, inany other man- 
ner conveys toany Indian in the section of 
country thus prohibited any fixed ammuni- 
tion or ball cartridge, shall incur a penalty 
of not more than two hundred dollars, or 
shall be liable to imprisonment for a term of 
not more than six months, or to both fine 
and imprisonment, within the limits afore- 
said, atthe discretion of the Court before 
which the conviction is had: 

Now Know YE that I, the said Right Hono- 
rable Sir John Alexander Macdonald, Super- 
intendent General of Indian Affairs, consid- 
ering it to be in the public interest so to do, 
do hereby give public notice that the sale, 
gift or other disposal to any Indian in the 
North-West Territories of Canada or in anv 
part thereof of any fixed ammunition or bail 
cartridge is hereby prohibited. and that ev- 
ery person who, after this notice, without 
the permission in writing of the Superin- 
tendent-General of Indian Affairs for the 
time being, sells or gives away, or in any 
other manner conveys to any Indian in the 
North-West territories of Canada, or in any 
part thereof, any fixed aimmunition or ball 
cartridge, willincur the penaltics provided 
by the said act.

Claims of Half-Breeds and Original White 
Settlers. Province of Manitoba. 
* HEREAS, since the completion of the 
allotment of the 1,400,000 acres of 
land set a under the Manitoba Act to ex- 
tinguish the Indian title of the Children of 
the Half-Breed heads of families resident in 
the Province of Manitoba, on the löth July 
1870, a large number of additional claimants 
have come and some are still coming for- 
ward with the evidence necessary to prove 
that they are chiluren of Half-Breed heads 
of families aud were residents in the province 
of Manitoba at the date mentioned. 

And Whereas, the 1,400,000 acres set apart 
under the Manitoba Act as aforesaid have 
been exhausted by such allotment, and by 
Order in Council,dated the 20th of April. 1885 
it has been decided to extinguish such ad- 
ditional claims known as ‘Supplementary 
Claims,” by an issue of $240.00 in scrip to 
each Half. Breed child eutitled. 

And Whereas, by the Act 87 Vic., Cap. 20, 
the Half-Breed heads of families resident in 
the said Province on the date mentioned, 
and the Original White Settlers,” and the 
children of such settlers, as defined in the 
said Act, are each entitled to receive scrip to 
to the extent of $160.00, 

And Whereas, His Excellency the Govern- 
or General in Council has deemed it expedi- 
ent to limit the time within which all claims 
of the nature above specified may be pre- 
sented ; therefore 

PUBLIC NOTICE is hereby given that un- 
der the authority contained ‘in the Order in 
Council above mentioned, bearing date the 
20th April, 1885, all claims uoder and by 
virtue of the provisions of the said order in 
Council, and the Act 37 Vie., Cap 20, to 
„Half Rreed“ and Original White settlers 
scrip that are not filed on or before the 1st 
day of May, 1886, with the Commissioner of 
Dominion Lands, together with the necessary 
proof thereof,shall cease and determine.
